THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from 
tuberculosis. 

The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay 
only part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has 
been made up by annual gifts from the public and the income from 
endowment funds. The charges to patients average three-quarters 
of the cost, but from fifteen to twenty per cent receive further 
assistance from the Free Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the 
general maintenance and for the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed, 
and legacies are desired to strengthen the now enlarged institution. 

The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable 
types of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. 
The full capacity is 185 beds. 


2. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of 
research and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the 
following purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course cover- 
ing the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 


b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physi- 
cians and scientists while undergoing treatment. 
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c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemis- 
try and pathology. It includes a large medical library. 


d. A department for statistics, and for recording annual reports 
of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, 
located in the village of Saranac Lake, which was formerly the 
private research laboratory of Dr. Trudeau, and is now the head- 
quarters of the Trudeau School and of pathological study. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
medical library, which serve the Trudeau School and Fellows as well 
as the village physicians, and where lectures are given. 
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PRESIDENTS REPORT 


IT WOULD APPEAR that the past year has seen the turning point of the 
depression in its effect upon the Trudeau Sanatorium. The number 
of applicants for treatment has increased and the number of vacant 
beds has correspondingly diminished. However, the demand for aid 
from our Free Bed Fund has continued insistent. 

Nevertheless, the financial situation is as yet far from entirely 
satisfactory, due largely to an increase in the cost of food and supplies 
and to a falling off in contributions to our general fund. : 

The Trustees, however, are confident that the future outlook for 
the institution is sound and that it will be able to continue to give 
the same high standard of service as in the past. We are greatly 
indebted to the unselfish devotion of the members of the staff who 
have made this possible by the acceptance of diminished remuneration 
accompanied by renewed vigor in the performance of their duties. 
The Trudeau spirit remains undaunted and has never been more in 
evidence than during the difficult years through which we have 
passed. This small group of devoted workers has kept alive the ideals 
of our founder and well deserves all of the support we can give them 
in appreciation of their notable efforts and achievements. 

The improvements that have been made in the physical condition 
and interior decoration of some of our buildings, notably the main 
administration building, have added much to their attractiveness and 
for this we are mainly indebted to the skillful efforts of Mrs. FrancisB. 
Trudeau. The organization of the Women’s Auxiliary under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Henry H. Anderson will do much to further 
improvements along these lines and their helpful interest and sug- 
_ gestions are very stimulating to a better appreciation of the value of 
attractive surroundings in an institution devoted to the treatment of 
chronic disease. 

The meeting of the National Tuberculosis Association held at 
Saranac Lake last spring brought hundreds of discerning visitors to 
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Trudeau and with the re-dedication of “The Little Red” and other 
social as well as scientific activities the Sanatorium shared in the 
stimulus afforded by this notable gathering and we were not ashamed 
of the showing made by the first and still in many ways the leading 
sanatorium of the United States. 

The scientific staff has lost an outstanding member in the resig- 
nation of Dr. S. A. Petroff, who for so many years has shed lustre 
upon the name of Trudeau by his brilliant researches. His loss has 
necessitated some readjustment in the laboratory research work which 
will combine it a little more closely with the clinical work under Dr. 
Heise. 

The development of the laboratory and field research work of Dr. 
Gardner in the important problems of silicosis and tuberculosis has 
gone on in remarkable fashion and is already having far-reaching 
effects looking toward the eventual conquest of this great health 
hazard in mining and many other industries. 

So that for another year we can report progress and success in 
special as well as in the regular activities of Trudeau. 

The Trustees wish that all of our friends could visit the Sanatorium 
and become familiar with its work at first hand. It is an unique 
institution which no one can visit without an uplifting thrill of 
interest in the human and scientific problems which are there being 
quietly but effectively met. 

Trudeau deserves your continued interest and support.

FoR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1935 


AT THE BEGINNING of the fifty-first year of the Sanatorium there wa: 
a net deficit in the operation of the institution which caused uneasi- 
ness for the future. Fortunately a large single gift of $10,000 met 
this need. The rising cost of living in the present year with the 
weight of the depression still heavy in New York has prolonged the 
situation which embarasses all institutions. Added to the normal 
expenses, we were compelled to modernize and renovate some of the 
buildings to make them attractive. The result has been some capital 
expenditure which, we feel, has met with general approval. 

These improvements were directed by Mrs. Francis B. Trudeau 
with unceasing devotion. New furnishings were also purchased by 
her on very advantageous terms for the Main Building and several 
cottages. 

The removal of the Little Red Cottage to a conspicuous site caused 
widespread publicity. In preparation for the Christmas Seal sale, the 
State Charities Aid Association carried out a presentation ceremony 
at the cottage. Posters showing a picture of the Little Red were 
given to Dr. Trudeau by Mrs. Anderson, publicity secretary. As is 
now well known, the 1934 Christmas Seal contained a replica of the 
Little Red. Many millions were sold, often with the story of 
Trudeau added. 

Later, in June, came the largest meeting in the 31 years’ history 
of the National Tuberculosis Association, at Saranac Lake. A re- 
dedication ceremony was accompanied by the gift of a bronze tablet 
from the Association and placed on the Little Red Cottage. The 
president of the Association, Dr. Kennon Dunham, made the presen- 
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tation, to which Dr. Miller responded. A unique episode was an 
address by Mrs. Carolyn Pentland Lindsay, the oldest living patient 
who with her sister occupied the Little Red in 1887. A souvenir 
book, “Fifty Years at Trudeau Sanatorium,” written by Miss Elizabeth 
Cole and published by a former patient, Mr. Alfred W. Currier, 
gave added interest to the fiftieth anniversary. The convention was 
opened by addresses of tribute to Dr. Trudeau, and these were ba 
lished in book form by the Livingston Press, also operated by and for 
patients. 


Ladies Auxiliary Committee: This new committee was authorized 
at the spring meeting with Mrs. Henry H. Anderson as chairman. 
She has enlisted the aid of a group of ladies who we believe will be of 
real service in improving our facilities, as well as securing the interest 
of others. 

SUMMARY FOR 1934 


A considerable deficit in operating the Sanatorium was anticipated, 
and realized at the end of the year. Apart from about $10,000 ex- 
pended for improvements, the deficit was $12,000, largely due to the 
continued shortage of income from patients in the winter months. 
The census did gain somewhat over 1934 and the number treated 
was about five percent greater. The average daily census for 
the year was 185 as compared with 180. Nevertheless food costs 
continued to rise and the donations averaged low. A saving of $7,000 
in operation has already been made. More will be shown next year 
since the nurses’ training school was not discontinued until late in 
1935. But for the single gift of $10,000 our pola would have 
been very serious.

Medical Staff: The physicians who served in 1935 were Dr. R. F. 
C. Kegel, Dr. J. B. O'Connor, Dr. James Monroe, Dr. C. F> Mohr 
and Mr. W. O. Kelley. Four third-year medical students were taken 
in during the summer, besides an increasing number of visiting 
doctors. The regular Visiting Staff, consisting of Drs. Trudeau, 
Packard and Hayes, gave valuable time and counsel. 

The surgeons of Saranac Lake as well as other specialists have 
served the Sanatorium frequently. 


The Dental Department performs its vitally important part under 
Dev Ue (Garr. 


The Nursing Department: The superintendent of the training 
school, Miss Ophelia Sawtell, resigned at the end of the year. She 
leaves a record of high standards in the conduct of the school. 

Miss F. Blanche Mann, formerly assistant, has been appointed 
Superintendent of Nurses. 

The pupil nurses have gradually left the Sanatorium, mostly to take 
their afhliation courses, so that only three remain. ‘Where formerly 
there were 40 resident nurses we now have 31, 20 of whom are 
full-time graduates. Ten pupils finished their course at Trudeau 
and 14 are still afhliating elsewhere. 

The last graduation exercises were held in August and the address 
was given by the president, Dr. James Alex. Miller. 


Post-Graduate Course: Six nurses completed a four-months’ course 
last December, and but for the necessity for economy this part of the 
education of nurses in tuberculosis might be continued with advan- 
tage. There are many inquiries concerning such a course. 


X-ray Department: The activity in the x-ray laboratory has con- 
tinued with little diminution. More outside service for physicians 
in distant places has been carried on. About 16,000 films in all have 
been used, 5,000 of which were for the Sanatorium. 

The final x-ray examination of the ten-year plan for the Saranac 
Lake schools was completed in September. The Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company has generously renewed its annual donation of 
$500 toward this study, which was planned by Dr. Lawrason Brown 
who will publish the results as soon as they can be collected. 
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Thousands of films have been studied in connection with the 
silicosis investigation and checked by Dr. Sampson. Three of his 
technical assistants are absent doing field studies of industries where 
the dust problem is important. 

Eight ex-patients were employed in the laboratory. 


The Workshop: The need for economy resulted in the suspension 
during the winter until June of two teachers, Miss Schiefer and 
Miss Knox. With increasing numbers of patients admitted in the 
summer they were re-engaged and, we hope, can be continued. Mean- 
while Miss Pierce has carried along the duties with voluntary assis- 
tance generously given by Mr. Vernon Lawrence, Mrs. A. P. 
Whittemore, Mrs. Stanley Worthington, and Mr. R. Roberts. Mr. 
A. di Bona has continued modelling in his studio at the shop. Twelve 
crafts were taught to 219 patients, many of whom were in bed. 
Silver and leather crafts were the most popular. 

The continued generosity and interest of Mrs. Meredith Hare are 
a valuable help. 


The Libraries: The Mellon Library now contains 3800 volumes 
and has been fortunate in receiving many donations of books and 
periodicals this year. 

The personal interest of Miss Eleanor Mellon, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Mellon, has been very gratifying and appreciated. 
Miss Millicent Pierce, the librarian, has reported a circulation of more 
than 7700 volumes, 5000 of which were delivered directly to bed 
patients in the infirmaries. A list of donors, other than patients, is 
given on page 51 of this report. Acknowledgements are due these 
and the voluntary assistants. 


The Medical Library: Miss Marjory G. Smith followed Miss Esther 
Holls as acting librarian on part time. In spite of reduced income 
the present arrangement permits the continuation of most of the peri- 
odicals. 


The Statistical Office: Mr. Hennigar was aided by several patients 
in the follow-up reports of ex-patients. Miss Ginsberg, Mr. Max 
Schleimer and Mr. Thomas Turney generously gave their voluntary 


help. 
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Chapel Services: The village pastors who are now holding services 
are the Rev. Fathers Kitts, Burns and Garnsey, Rev. H. W. Lyon, 
Rev. J. DeWolf Hubbard, the Rev. Oscar E. Plumb, and Rev. Otto 
Sieker. Attendance has been increasing in the face of fewer ambu- 
latory patients. 


The nineteenth Trudeau Memorial service was conducted by the 
Rev. William Brown Lusk of Ridgefield, Conn. Mrs. Samuel Kelly, 
Miss Manning, Mrs. Gallup and Mrs. Meury have all contributed 
their services, and Easter music was given by the combined Presby- 
terian and Methodist choirs. 


Entertainments: The Thursday Evening Club was revived last year 
and produced several varied programs of amusement. 

As in the past the Sanatorium enjoyed the complimentary concerts 
twice given by the Lake Placid Club Boston Symphony Ensemble. 

Another delightful talk was given by Dr. James J. Walsh on the 
occasion of his annual pilgrimage to the mountains. 


Research and Clinical Laboratory: By the resignation of Doctor 
Petroff the Sanatorium loses one of the most productive research 
workers in tuberculosis. 


He leaves after 25 years of active work, the first 15 of which 
were handicapped by meagre equipment and funds as well as his 
ill health. During the past ten years generous friends and endowed 
foundations, attracted by his original work and ability, contributed 
virtually all-of the funds for the support of the laboratory, an 
amount in excess of $250,000. This recognition was rewarded by 
many accomplishments in furthering the knowledge of the tubercle 
bacillus. With extraordinary ingenuity, Dr. Petroff devised new 
methods and apparatus that resulted in the discovery and culture of 
tubercle bacilli of new forms, methods now widely utilized by 
bacteriologists all over the world. This period of research under 
Dr. Petroff brought many students to the laboratory and gave the 
Sanatorium its name as a preeminent center for study. 

The future continuance of this reputation will depend upon the 
discovery and development of young men who will take up tuber- 
culosis as a life study, doubtless first having experienced the disease 


as Dr. Petroff himself had done. 
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During the past year, the financial support from the Rockefeller 
foundation ceased but work was continued with a reduced staff and 
with a further grant from the Wisconsin Alumni Research Founda- 
tion toward a dietary experiment with irradiated milk. Our acknowl- 
edgements are due to Dr. Charles E. North, the Sheffield Farms and 
the Borden Dairy Company who contributed the material. Culture 
experiments have also been continued by Mr. William Steenken, Jr., 
assistant bacteriologist, and the first part of the study has been pub- 
lished. Experiments on the danger of infection have been made by 
Dr. Bowers and will be continued by Dr. Heise and the clinical staff. 
The prospect of maintaining these studies for another year has been 
assured by a pledge from the Chemical Foundation through Mr. 
Garvan. : 

We are deeply appreciative of the financial help given by personal 
friends and the Lillia Babbit Hyde, Chemical, Rockefeller, and 
Wisconsin Alumni Foundations, without which the Trudeau Founda- 
tion would have been unable to meet the need. 


The Saranac Laboratory: The past year has witnessed a steady 
expansion of the laboratory and field investigations conducted by 
Dr. Gardner and Mr. Cummings on diseases due to dust. 

The additional laboratory rooms, made possible through the gener- 
osity of Mr. and Mrs. Frank B. Black, are occupied and the staff of 
fifteen is engaged in experimental work, besides seven in the field 
where mines and industries require them. 

A separate report by Dr. Gardner is being published, giving details 
of the year’s accomplishments. 


The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis The session held this year 
was the 21st and was attended by 28 post-graduate students, the 
largest number in many years. 

Four weeks were devoted to the main course with a supplementary 
two weeks at Bellevue Hospital. Twenty of the students took advan- 
tage of the New York course, and 72 extra students came to the 
- Saranac Laboratory for a week’s study of silicosis during the four- 
week session. Seven students were tuberculous ‘and nine scholar- 
ships were granted. 

The lecturers from elsewhere were Dr. Esmond R. Long, Director 
of Phipps Institute, Philadelphia; Dr. Anthony Cipollaro of New 
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York City; Dr. Wm. $8. McCann of the University of Rochester; 
Dr. A. R. Riddell of the Ontario Provincial Department of Health; 
Dr. Henry K. Kessler of the New Jersey State Rehabilitation Com- 
mission; Dr. Eugene P. Pendergrass of the Universiy of Pennsylvania; 
Prof. Philip Drinker of Harvard University, and Dr. A. J. Lanza of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. 


Trudeau Foundation: We have succeeded in maintaining four 
physicians as fellows in both clinical and laboratory study besides 
furnishing facilities for six fellows of other foundations to carry 
on their work as voluntary assistants. 

Four summer students were also maintained. 

An additional grant of $4,000 from the Wisconsin Alumni Re- 
search Foundation for the continuation of dietary experiments was 
very helpful and greatly appreciated. 

The death of our counsellor, Dr. Theobald Smith on December 
10th of last year was a great loss to tuberculosis research and 
American science. He was a pioneer without doubt unexcelled in 
his accomplishments. 

Another member of our Advisory Council who has passed on was 
the distinguished clinical teacher and writer, Prof. Thomas McCrae 
of Philadelphia, who died June 30th, leaving but two surviving mem- 
bers of our original board, Prof. Hans Zinsser and Dr. William H. 
Park. 


Publications: Seven published contributions have appeared during 
the year besides a monograph by Dr. Edwin M. Jameson, of 256 
pages, on “Gynecological and Obstetrical Tuberculosis” (Lea & 
Febiger, Philadelphia).
